Mr. Nelson praised the Mattapoisett response team of 
EMTs and the special training of the Advanced Cardiac 
Licensed EMTs. 

Thereupon he presented the Board of Selectmen 
with a Certificate of Recognition for Mattapoisett for its 
improved response to sudden cardiac arrest and designa- 
tion as a Heart Safe Community.

be aiming at 2005 or beyond. Since this is not a mandated 
program and considering the projected costs and very 
limited budget. Chairman Lynch does not favor 
Mattapoisett going forward with this program at this 
time. 

Selectman Lombard then took this opportunity to 
present a chart of Tax Rate Projections through FY 2007 
and Sewer Project Betterment costs to the individual 
homeowners.

At 7:58 pm, the board met with Fire Chief Ronald 
Scott and Conservation Commission (ConCom) Agent 
Elizabeth Leidhold for an oil spill update. The work has 
entered a new phase this week going from mechanized to 
hand cleaning which is a slow, tedious process. Residents 
will not see large scale equipment in use, but that does not 
mean that work is not being done. Residents are asked to 
be vigilant in spotting oil and to notify the Fire Depart- 
ment at 508-758-4150 between 6:30 am and 6:30 pm. 
Unfortunately, cleanup is not properly accomplished 
without trained personnel. Chief Scott is pleased with the 
progress of the cleanup and Chairman Denham reiterated 
his praise of the Fire Department and their first response 
team for preventing the spread of oil into the marshes. 
The Division of Fish and Wildlife has been testing the 
shellfish beds regularly with the latest test last Monday.

"I concur with this ... I think the thought is if there 
is an inducement needed (to run for office), it should be 
regular wages,'' Chairman Jeffrey said. "Insurance (costs) 
have become a burden on the town. It's our recommenda- 
tion that part-time elected officials not be eligible for 
insurance benefits."

"I feel confident that this is a situation where they 
can adjust the water bill/' Selectman Bryant said. With 
that, the board voted to refer this matter back to the 
Department of Public Works (DPW) to issue a revised 
estimated water bill for the address and also to abate the 
portion of the bill that was deemed inaccurate. 

• Received a grant from the Executive Office of 
Public Safety in the amount of $1,300 pending completion 
of paperwork, to which the board designated Ms. Enroth- 
Whitlock to sign and file on their behalf.

subcommittee is recommending ... the town install the 
sewer line to the property line, and the property owner 
will be responsible for installing the sewer line ... to their 
house. We'll approve licensed installers to do the work. 
We'll probably recommend to each neighborhood that 
they put (the work) out to bid.'' 

Ms. Enroth- Whitlock said neighborhood meetings 
are being scheduled for several nights in August to inform 
residents of the pending sewer expansion project. Al- 
though the plan was to previously do this work in phases, 
it has been determined to be more cost-effective to do all 
areas at once. 

''When we started meeting with the engineers, 
they said your best cost is to do it all at once," Selectman 
Bryant said. He also noted that there wouldn't be any 
exceptions for betterments — if there's a buildable lot 
with frontage on the roads being upgraded, the owner 
will be charged the betterment, "whether there's a house 
on it or not," he said. 

• Discussed a recent meeting of the Water Plan- 
ning Subcommittee and the town's pending plans to join 
forces with Wareham and Fairhaven in a regional water 
district. "Our priority as far as water sources for Marion 
remains in the Mattapoisett River Valley," said committee 
member Lee Hayes. "I think the water committee is really 
committed to seeing that that piece works. As far as 
Wareham, we're looking at them as a potential backup 
source, not as a primary source. I think we're going to put

pending plans to permanently leave her position in 
October / November. 

Returning to Open Session at 7:05 pm, the board 
met with Police Chief Paul Magee and members of the 
Finance Committee (FinCom) regarding his recent request 
to either repair a recently damaged cruiser or purchase an 
emergency replacement vehicle. Currently, the 
department's fleet is dow^n to only two cars from four — 
one vehicle is permanently out of service and another was 
recently involved in a serious collision, sustaining an 
estimated $4,200 in damages. 

'1 have a feeling when they remove the panels, 
they may find some additional damage underneath," 
Chief Magee said. "They are several lease options avail- 
able. They basically do a three-year lease-to-own. The 
only concern I have about that is the time frame. It sounds 
like upwards of a month to get financing done." 

FinCom Chairman Michael Costa suggested 
going with a leasing option for now until a Special Town 
Meeting could be held in the fall. At that time, if the 
budget allows, the cruiser could be purchased outright 
without incurring any penalties. "Leasing is really the 
only option he has now," Mr. Costa said. "There isn't any 
money in his capital budget (to purchase a new cruiser)." 

"As long as everyone is in agreement, I think we 
should move forward," Selectman Laboa said. 

"If we bought a new vehicle right now, the cost 
was going to be $27,193," Chief Magee said. "There are

another vehicle. At this point, Fd do a three-year lease-to- 
own/' 

The board next unanimously voted to approve 
Chief Magee's recommended changes in the Police 
Department's Use of Force Policy as made at last week's 
meeting. The board also unanimously voted to adjust the 
hourly rate for part-time police officers and the sole police 
matron to $12.19 per hour as recommended by Chief 
Magee. 

At 7:20 pm the board next met with Susan 
Peterson of the Rochester Land Trust regarding land 
transfer issues and so-called "right of first refusal" 
properties in town. Ms. Peterson was concerned that a 
couple of recent applications submitted via the Board of 
Selectmen were not properly formatted under state law. 

"Our expectation is when it doesn't meet the 
letter of the law, you'd send it back to the property owner 
and say 'fix it,'" Ms. Peterson said. "We can't tell because 
the application is deficient. The reason I came in is 
because we got four (more) the other day." 

According to Ms. Peterson, the Land Trust 
receives these applications and has to respond as to 
whether or not the property would be in the town's best 
interest to purchase and retain as open space. 

"The way the law is written, you're allowed to 
give us permission in your stead to survey the property 
(in question)," Ms. Peterson said. "It sometimes takes us 
(time) to look at it, but we still try to do our due diligence. 
The way the law is written is quite clear."

• Received a check in the amount of $251,899 
from SEMASS for payment in lieu of taxes for some 96,513 
tons of refuse collected during the month of June 2003. 

• Received a letter from Alewives Anonymous, 
Inc. informing them of the recent fish counts in Snipatuit 
Pond. This year's final count from the Mattapoisett River 
run of 24,795 herring is ''less than one half of last year's 
count of 49,984" according to President Arthur F. Benner. 
"The current year's count is down by more than 80 
percent as compared to the highest count recorded (in 
2000) of 130,296," Mr. Benner wrote. 

Under New Business, the board noted that former 
Selectman Patricia Ryan had been serving as the represen- 
tative to the Library Building Committee, and she has 
expressed interest in continuing on in that capacity. As 
such, the board members unanimously agreed to allow 
Ms. Ryan to continue as Library Building Committee 
representative.

$250,000 and $300,000. 

In meeting with members of the Finance Commit- 
tee (FinCom) however, they expressed concern over 
funding both the proposed Memorial School expansion 
and pending library renovations in the current fiscal 
climate. 

"When you think about priorities, the school is 
more important than the library in certain people's 
minds," FinCom Chairman Michael Costa said.

that we're going to have another large project, are we 
giving the library due consideration? WeVe got $1 million 
for a library and weVe got an unknown amount for 
school construction. Going forward now with a Special 
Election in September and a Special Town Meeting in 
October ...

Pirates of the Caribbean: The Curse of the Black Pearl, 
Starring Johnny Depp and Orlando Bloom. Directed 
by Gore Verbinski. Running time: 134 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

What you've heard about Vimtes of the Caribbean: The Curse of the 
Black Pearl is more or less true: the movie exists for Johnny Depp and 
wouldn't exist without him. Given a role in a big-budget Disney film, 
Depp goes at it as though it were a private, subversive experiment; he 
plays the scurvy pirate Jack Sparrow {''Captain Jack Sparrow,'' he always 
clarifies) as a gay Gary Oldman (think Drexl in True Romance) channeling 
Hunter S. Thompson. His mannerisms are so specific that when co-star 
Orlando Bloom, as the comparatively bland hero Will Turner, briefly 
mimics Jack's loopy motions, it gets a big laugh. Like many another great 
farceur, Depp stylizes Jack's constant drunkenness, achieving a kind of 
addled grace. 

The rest of Pirates of the Caribbean is competently mounted if 
essentially uninspired action-adventure, with some anti-climactic mo- 
ments, some cavernous dead spots, and a generally sputtering pace. The 
premise is that a crew of cursed, undead pirates is looking for the final 
piece of Aztec gold that will lift their curse. Political daughter Elizabeth 
Swann (Keira Knightley of Bend It Like Beckham possesses this piece, 
which she plucked off the semi-conscious body of Will Turner when they 
were both children. Will, a blacksmith now, loves Elizabeth from afar, 
but skunky imperialist Norrington (Jack Davenport) claims her hand, 
with the approval of her obsequious governor dad (Jonathan Pryce). 

The dynamic is familiar: the sincere Will is Luke, the imperilled 
Elizabeth is Leia, and the disreputable scoundrel Jack is Han Solo. Pirates 
of the Caribbean comes closer to the uncomplicated thrills of the original 
Star Wars trilogy thanGeorge Lucas' own recent Star Wars attempts have. 
When the movie sticks to simple pleasures — like the deftly choreo- 
graphed duel between Will and Jack (hey, where's Grace and Karen?) 
when they first meet — it's fine. But the script suffers from the common 
clever-writer affliction of forced linkage, wherein everything has to be 
connected in some way. A late-inning revelation about Jack, for instance, 
diminishes his stature as a flawed, human anti-hero, and the bitter 
history between him and Captain Barbossa (Geoffrey Rush), the com- 
mander of the zombie-pirate ship the Black Pearl, feels a bit rote. 

POTC is amiable fun (if draggy at two hours and fourteen minutes) 
but almost instantly forgettable, except for Johnny Depp's running self- 
amusement. Director Gore Verbinski seems to lack focus and personal- 




ity; he'll direct any high-concept stuff you toss his way, whether a kiddie 
farce (MouseHunt), a romantic comedy {The Mexican), a remake of a 
Japanese horror smash (The Ring), or now a screen version of a Disneyland 
ride. Verbinski and writers Ted Elliott and Terry Rossio (Shrek, Treasure 
Planet) are serviceable second-tier hacks who lucked into big hits and 
now appear to have sworn never to endanger their status as rainmakers. 

A pirate movie — especially a modern one like this or Cutthroat 
Island (much more fun, I thought) — has the advantage of those massive, 
suicidal sea battles wherein two ships float within yards of each other 
while firing cannonballs back and forth. (One neat moment: Jack's crew 
runs out of cannonballs and has to load the cannons with whatever 
comes to hand.) There's the obligatory sailing-in-a- violent-storm bit, and 
much growling and baring of rotten teeth, and poor, delicately beautiful 
Keira Knightley gets passed from man to man and ship to ship while 
stifling in a tight corset. Bah. Give me Geena Davis's freewheeling pirate 
queen in Cutthroat Island any day; helpless purity is hard to care about. 

If POTC is to be remembered, it will be for the effortless skewed 
professionalism of Johnny Depp, who has become one of our great 
chameleons and one of the most honorable and inquisitive stars in the 
business. Depp approaches Jack as a colorful supporting role — the 
movie's main arc belongs to Orlando Bloom, who doesn't do much here 
that he didn't do as Legolas — and he throws vanity to the wind and 
creates a surly wreck of a man who nevertheless can rise to the moment 
and turn into a fierce warrior. Conceptually, the character is tired, but 
what Depp does with it has the restless energy of a hungry character 
actor trying to break through in a big summer movie. Depp, however, 
doesn't care about breaking through; he's done that already. He just 
wants to keep himself interested and entertained, and he takes us with 
him.

If it wasn't for the School to Career Program at Old 
Rochester Regional High School, Rochester senior 
Aleshia Carlsen might have wasted a great deal of time 
and money in college studying to earn a degree in psy- 
chology But after securing two volunteer internships 
through the school-to-work program, however — one 
at the Gateway Adult Center in Marion and a second 
at the Eye Health Vision Center in Dartmouth — she 
has since decided optometry suits her better than mat- 
ters of the mind. 

"I wanted to major in psychology,'' Ms. Carlsen ad- 
mitted. "But after (working at) Gateway, I decided it's 
not for me. I always thought about optometry ... (so 
now) I want to major in biology. I would have wasted 
a lot of money in college. I had my mind set." 

So when former instructor Elizabeth Leatham sat 
her and fellow ORR students down back in January to 
break the news that her position and the School to Ca- 
reer Program itself was about to come under the bud- 
getary axe, she felt she needed to do something about 
it. After attending several School Committee meetings 
to defend the program and plea for its continued sup- 
port, she was finally given the go-ahead to embark on 
a fund-raising crusade to raise an estimated $35,000 to 
keep the ORR program alive. 

"It was considered one of the more (expensive) pro- 
grams, that's why they decided to cut it," Ms. Carlsen 
said. "We asked the School Committee to reconsider." 

Even though the School Committee found them- 
selves between a rock and a hard place given the cur- 
rent fiscal climate in the state, they did support Ms. 
Carlsen's campaign to fund-raise for the School to Ca- 
reer effort. In fact, she received early $100 donations 
from both Associate Superintendent Tim O'Connor and 
School Committee member Deborah DeWalt. 

As the de facto champion of the ORR School to Ca- 
reer Program, Aleshia has collected close to $5,000 in 
donations since fully committing herself to raising 
money in May. And even though the original $35,000 
goal now seems unlikely by summer's end, she's still 
hoping to raise at least another $16,000 to sustain 
interships for a nominal 10 to 15 students — a far cry 
from the close to 100 serviced during this past academic 




year. That bare-bones amount would at least cover the 
school's participation in Bridges.com ($1,000), needed 
supplies ($2,000), and salary for a part-time teacher 
($18,000). 

Tri-town residents have been mostly supportive of 
Aleshia's efforts and they held a benefit car wash at 
the Mattapoisett Fire Station recently which brought 
in another $450. "A lot of people were very generous," 
Aleshia said. "They gave us $20 when we were only 
charging $5 to wash cars." 

The event was so successful, in fact, that the 
Mattapoisett Fire Department has graciously allowed 
them to use the station again this Saturday, July 19, to 
hold another Car Wash in tandem with the busy Har- 
bor Days weekend. In lieu of the more traditional in- 
formational booth at Shipyard Park, Aleshia and her 
friends will instead be washing cars from 10:00 am to 
2:00 pm to raise both money and awareness for their 
endangered School to Career Program. 

If nothing else, it would appear Aleshia's partici- 
pation in the ORR School to Career Program has taught 
her the importance of tenacity. 

"(The School Committee) assured us the money 
we've raised will be used for School to Career," she 
said. "If we came close to raising money for a teacher, 
but didn't, we'll do field trips ... and stuff that we've 
never done."
